During  the  year  a  new  cylinder  block  was  fitted  to  tho  Wigwell  Diesel 
Pumping  Engine  and  other  repairs  wore  carried  out# 

Tho  major  portion  of  the  new  water  mains  were  layed  on  the 
Derby  Road  Housing  Estate# 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL# 


Steps  aro  now  being  taken  to  give  effect  to  the  proposals  as 
outlined  in  my  1946  Report#  A  firm  of  Consulting  Engineers  is  now 
pro paring  a  Sohome  for  tho  extension  of  tho  existing  Sewago  Works  at 
Derby  Road,  Wirksworth  and  it  is  hopod  to  bo  ablo  to  place  the  necessary 
plans  in  the  hands  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  shortly# 

Tho  existing  filter  bods  havo  boon  ronewod  with  new  filtering 
media  during  tho  year  and  a  distinct  improvement  in  the  effluent  has 
boon  noted# 

Maintenance  Works  havo  also  boon  carriod  out  to  tho  Homosford 
Sowago  Outfall# 

Low  gradient  Sowers  havo  onoo  again  boon  clcansod  and  dragged  during 
tho  year,  somo  of  thorn  being  almost  oomplotoly  full  of  road  silt#

A  review  of  tho  statistics  of  this  area,  shows  that  thoy 
comparo  very  favourably  with  those  of  othor  districts,  and  with  those 
of  England  and  Wales,  as  a  whole# 

It  is  gratifying  to  no to  that  during  1947,  there  was  not  a 
singlo  oaso  of  Diphtheria  in  Wirksworth,  which,  I  think,  is  ample 
testimonial  for  Immunisation# 
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Tho  incidence  of  Infectious  disease  for  1947,  is  really 
relatively  small,  and  thoreforo  reflects  the  goncral  sanitary 
condition  of  tho  distriot# 

As  you  arc  awaro,  I  have  always  strossod  the  need  for  more 
Maternity  Hospital  accommodation  in  tho  town,  and  sinco  the  Board  of 
Management  of  tho  Local  Hospital  docidod  to  ontiroly  discontinue  this 
sorvioo,  the  situation  is  ono  to  "be  doplerod#  I  hope  that,  in  tho 
noar  future,  it  will  ho  possible  to  have  in  tho  district  tho  much 
needed  services  of  a  nurso  for  general  distriot  nursing* 

Tho  water  supply  for  Wirksworth  has,  as  I  havo  already  said, 
caused  considerable  concern  at  times,  but  I  hope  that  tho  efforts 
which  are  boing  made  to  prepare  and  oarry  out  a  Sohciro  for  augmentation, 
will  bo  abundantly  fruitful# 

I  am  vory  grateful  for  the  assistance  of  the  Officials,  and 
for  oo-o perat ion  in  general,  during  the  past  year,  and  I  look  forward 
to  another  yoar  of  continual  progross#

The  Council *s  Rofuso  Collection  Vohiolc  nakes  a  wookly  collection  of 
household  and  trade  refuse;  a  charge  being  levied  in  the  oase  of  all  trade 
refuse  bins  in  excess  of  the  first  one. 

A  twice  weekly  collection  of  waste  paper  and  cardboard  from  business 
premises  has  been  inaugurated  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  it  is  thereby  hoped 
to  increase  the  sale  of  salvage  la  the  coming  year;  and  so  assist  in  the 
Government  *s  salvage  drive. 

The  Council *s  old  refuso  tip  at  Gorscy  Bank  has  boon  a  continual  souroo 
of  worry  to  me  especially  now  that  it  is  completely  surrounded  by  Now  Council 
Houses  and  I  am  pleased  to  bo  ablo  to  report  that  after  considerable  searching 
I  have  succoodod  in  finding  an  admirable  site  for  a  now  tip  within  oasy 
haulage  distanoo  and  yet  romovod  from  all  properties.  Negotiations  regarding 
the  sito  aro  oomploto  and  it  is  hoped  to  commonoo  tipping  thoro  early  in  the 
now  year  aftor  which  the  Gorsoy  Bank  tip  will  bo  scaled  off  and  closod 
permanently. 

Tho  Council *s  Refuse  Lorry  is  unfortunately  used  as  a  gonoral  utility 

vohicle  in  that  it  is  expected  to  carry  out  certain  Highway  duties  in  addition 

to  its  full  time  job  of  Refuse  Collection.  With  the  expansion  of  tho  district 

the  time  has  come  for  tho  Rofuso  Lorry  to  bo  used  solely  on  refuso  collection 

and  for  other  means  of  transport  to  be  acquired  to  carry  out  further  duties.
